1. //FIELD COMMENT - IN RECENT WEEKS, NEGOTIATIONS BETWEEN 
EAST AND WEST GERMANY ON THE EXCHANGE OF POLITICAL PRISONERS 
HAVE BEEN AT A STANDSTILL BECAUSE OF EAST GERMANY’S DEMAND THAT 
CONVICTED SPY HEINZ FELFE BE RELEASED BEFORE ADDITIONAL PRISONER 
EXCHANGES ARE NEGOTIATED. SEE EGN-3 8 63 AND EGN -24,416. 

THE ONLY WEST GERMAN KNOWN RECENTLY TO HAVE 
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BEEN RaEASED I g WERNER PANKOV , ) FORMER AGENT OF THE WEST GERMAN 
INTELLIGENCE SERVICE /BND/, WHO WAS RANSOMED ON AN INDIVIDUAL 
BASIS BY THE ALL-GERMAN AFFAIRS MINISTRY IN EARLY DECEMBER, 
ACCORDING TO EGB-24,435, NEGOTIATIONS REGARDING THE

SERVING LONG TERMS IN EAST GERMAN PRISONS, ON 21 DECEMBER,
